5.  Aesthetics 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  regulations  require 
that  wrecking  facilities  be  screened  such  that  junk  vehicles  stored  as  in- 
ventory cannot  be  seen  from  a point  six  feet  above  the  center  of  public 
roadways.  This  proposed  facility  is  required  to  be  screened  on  all  four 
sides  due  to  the  proximity  of  public  streets  adjacent  to  the  site.  The 
applicant  proposes  to  screen  the  vehicle  storage  area  with  a chain  link 
fence  with  aluminum  inserts  which  is  permissible  under  Section  16.14.202- 
5 (b)  ARM,  as  long  as  the  fence  is  high  enough  and  meets  the  density 
standards  of  Section  16.14.202  3(a)  ARM.  The  shop  building  to  the  east 
of  the  storage  lot  will  effectively  screen  most  of  that  side  of  the 
facility.  Fencing  completes  the  screening  on  the  east  side.  A license 
to  operate  cannot  be  issued  until  the  facility  is  properly  screened  from 
view.  Stacking  vehicles  above  the  height  of  the  shielding  is  not  per- 
missible.

6.  Quantity  and  distribution  of  community  and  personal  income 
8.  Quantity  and  distribution  of  employment 

The  successful  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  will 
provide  employment  and  income  for  the  owner/operator  and  any  additional 
employees  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  business.  Although  this  will 
be  a small  operation  limited  by  physical  size  there  should  be  a minor  but 
positive  impact  on  income  and  employment. 

10.  Demands  for  government  services 

Periodic  routine  inspections  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program 
officials  will  be  required  to  assure  that  the  facility  is  being  maintained 
and  operated  in  compliance  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal 
law  and  rules.  A minor  amount  of  administrative  effort  is  required  in 
maintaining  office  files  on  the  facility  and  in  routine  mailings  of  cor- 
respondence. 

11.  Industrial  and  commercial  activity 

The  operation  of  this  business  will  continue  an  already  established 
commercial  enterprise  in  this  generally  residential  neighborhood.  A metal 
shop  building  on  the  property  has  been  used  intermittently  for  several  years 
for  various  commercial  enterprises.  This  location  is  outside  the  city 
limits  of  Missoula  which  has  an  ordinance  prohibiting  wrecking  yards  within 
its  boundaries.  This  area  of  town,  although  generally  residential  in  nature, 
has  various  small  businesses  scattered  throughout  the  neighborhoods.  The 
licensing  of  this  facility  will  not  necessarily  increase  a trend  towards 
commercial  activity  but  may  only  tend  to  perpetuate  it. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility 
at  this  proposed  location  is  in  accordance  with  local  government  zoning 
ordinances  and  regulations  as  permitted  under  variance  #81-025  issued  by 
the  county  planning  office.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  this  variance 
have  not  been  made  available  to  this  office.
